2.  Services  offered  on  a consul- 
ting basis,  such  as  those  who 
specialize  in  waste  manage- 
ment, the  production  of  fuels 
and/or  energy  from  waste  and 
other  areas  related  to  waste 
reuse. 

3.  Services  offered  by  transpor- 
tation companies  who  are 
equipped  to  haul  liquids  and 
other  special  wastes.

Dear  Participants, 

This  will  be  the  last  issue  of  the  AWME  bulletin  many  of  you  will  receive  if  you  did  not  consider  it 
necessary  to  subscribe  at  this  time.  I hope  that  during  the  period  that  you  did  receive  the  AWME  Bulletin  it 
was  of  value  to  your  waste  management  efforts.  Please  note  that  listings  (available,  wanted  and  services) 
in  the  next  issue  of  the  bulletin  will  be  deleted  unless  the  lister  has  confirmed  subscription.  Please 
reference  the  subscription  form  on  the  last  page  of  this  Bulletin  for  subscription  and  listing  costs. 

In  the  last  three  years  we  have  attempted  to  improve  our  services  and  to  be  more  responsive  to  the  needs 
of  the  participants.  Consequently,  the  AWME  has  been  experimenting  with  the  manner  in  which  it 
operates.  This  has  been  mostly  on  how  enquiries  are  handled.  The  procedures  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  normal  procedure  in  which  the  enquiry  form  is  sent  to  the  lister  for  reply  to  the  enquirer.  This 
method  is  normally  used  when  there  is  only  one  or  two  enquiries  from  the  enquirer. 

2.  A phone  call  is  made  to  the  lister  or  enquirer  regarding  a listing  enquiry  if  a small  quantity  of  material  is 
involved  and  the  potential  for  an  immediate  trade  or  movement  of  the  material  is  known  to  be  in  demand. 

3.  The  contact’s  name  and  telephone  number  are  immediately  made  known  to  an  enquirer  by  FAX  when  a 
large  number  of  enquiries  are  made  by  a single  firm  or  individual. 

These  latter  changes  were  instituted  to  speed  up  communications  and  to  effect  savings  in  paper  usage, 
mailing  and  manpower  costs  in  preparing  the  reply  letters.  We  have  found  that  the  last  two  modes  of 
operation  have  been  extremely  successful  in  transmitting  information  on  a timely  basis  so  that  many 
transactions  are  completed  without  being  recorded  in  the  Bulletin. 

Waste  Exchange  Networking 

Another  improvement  in  the  operation  of  the  AWME  is  an  informal  networking  with  other  North  American 
Waste  Exchanges.  This  is  being  encouraged  and  facilitated  by  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency. 
As  a consequence  we  are  receiving  enquiries  from  all  over  the  United  States  regarding  some  of  our 
listings.  Understandably  some  of  these  materials  are  of  high  value  or  are  in  sufficient  quantity  that  they  can 
be  economically  shipped  long  distances.  These  include  catalysts,  certain  plastics  and  some  grades  of 
paper  and  paperboard.  In  due  time  other  materials  may  be  considered. 

We  are  continuing  in  our  efforts  at  developing  a waste  exchange  with  Saskatchewan  Research  Council 
(SRC).  However,  this  has  been  delayed  due  to  the  restructuring  and  reorganization  processes  being 
instituted  at  SRC.  The  computer  software  for  this  combined  operation  is  being  used  in  parallel  to  our 
current  equipment  until  it  is  completely  debugged.  It  will  help  improve  our  response  time  capability  and 
efficiency. 

The  local  (Alberta)  networking  through  the  AWME,  in  many  instances,  has  resulted  in  continuing  alliances 
between  companies  generating  and  using  wastes. 

Waste  Management  Process 

In  cooperation  with  other  waste  exchanges  the  AWME  attempts  to  catalogue  potential  alternate  process 
technologies  available  for  application  in  waste  minimization  efforts.  This  will  also  include  alternative  uses 
for  various  chemicals  as  they  are  brought  to  our  attention  in  the  course  of  our  operations. 

We  would  like  to  remind  those  of  you  who  have  not  responded  to  our  correspondence  regarding  re-listing 
your  available  and  wanted  wastes  or  services  that  the  subscription  fee  to  March  31,  1990  is  $15.00.  It  is 
your  subscription  that  indicates  an  interest  in  maintaining  the  existence  of  the  AWME.

What  is  the  Alberta  Waste 
Materials  Exchange? 

The  Alberta  Waste  Materials  Ex- 
change (AWME)  was  established  in 
1984  as  a project  of  the  Alberta 
Research  Council  with  funding  from 
Alberta  Environment.  It  operates  in 
conjunction  with  the  Canadian 
Waste  Materials  Exchange 
(CWME)  as  an  information 
clearinghouse  designed  to  put 
potential  users  of  waste  material  in 
contact  with  waste  producers.  A 
company  having  material  that  is 
unusable  at  their  facility  but  which 
still  has  potential  value  may  list  the 
material  with  the  Exchange. 
Information  submitted  is  published 
in  a quarterly  Bulletin  which  is 
mailed  to  subscribers  who  may  be 
able  to  recycle  or  reuse  the 
available  materials. 

How  to  use  this  Bulletin 

Listings  are  broken  down  into  three 
main  categories.  These  are  (1) 
wastes  available,  (2)  wastes 
wanted,  and  (3)  services  available, 
where  companies  specializing  in 
waste  management  and 
transportation  of  waste  materials 
can  describe  the  services  they  offer. 


Wastes  Available  and  Wanted  are 
classified  into  1 1 categories  as 
identified  on  the  cover  of  the 
bulletin  and  on  Listing  Form  1 . 

Each  category  appears  as  a major 
heading  in  the  bulletin  for  easy 
recognition  of  materials  available 
and  wanted.  Within  these 
categories  each  entry  is  identified 
by  a code  number  to  provide 
confidentiality  for  the  company 
involved. 

How  to  respond  to  a listing 

If  you  locate  a material  that  may  be 
of  use  to  you  (waste  available)  or 
have  a material  that  is  being 
requested  for  procurement  (waste 
wanted),  complete  Form  3 at  the 
back  of  the  bulletin  and  mail  it  to 
the  exchange.  Your  inquiry  will  be 
promptly  forwarded  to  the  company 
that  placed  the  listing.  The 
originator  of  the  listing  will  then 
contact  you  directly  regarding  your 
inquiry.  The  Exchange  does  not 
become  involved  in  negotiations  or 
in  the  actual  transfer  of  wastes. 

How  to  list  with  the  exchange 
Listings  are  accepted  by  the 
exchange  on  the  Listing  Form  1 


provided  at  the  back  of  the  bulletin. 
All  listings  are  provided  free  of 
charge  and  will  be  carried 
indefinitely  or  until  the  listing 
company  requests  that  the  item  be 
removed  or  indicates  that  the 
material  is  no  longer  available  for 
exchange.

Success  Breeds  Success 


The  AWME,  through  its  relationship  with  the  Alberta  Research  Council  is  in  a position  to  help  identify  potential 
processes  or  uses  for  some  of  the  wastes  that  are  generated.  Examples  include  the  use  of  iron  chloride, 
produced  during  the  metal  cleaning  operation  in  the  plating  process,  for  the  treatment  of  waste  water  to  settle 
sludges  in  sewage  treatment  plants. 

A recent  example  of  the  AWME  at  work  is  when  a hazardous  waste  servicing  firm  in  building  decommissioning 
operations  came  into  possession  of  ten  biocides  and  obsolete  water  treatment  chemicals  for  disposal.  We 
recognized  the  materials  as  being  usable  by  a firm  in  the  sales  and  service  sector  for  maintenance  of  hot  water 
heating  systems.  A telephone  call  was  immediately  made  and  the  materials  were  transferred  thus  avoiding 
disposal  costs  and  benefiting  the  service  company. 

Another  company  was  able  to  neutralize  acidic  soil  at  one  of  their  sour  gas  processing  plants  with  waste  calcium 
hydroxide  instead  of  commercial  limestone.  They  were  able  to  realize  cost  savings  and  were  able  to  dispose  of 
someone  else’s  waste. 

These  are  but  a few  of  many  examples  of  the  AWME  at  work  bridging  the  gap  between  waste  disposal  and  waste 
utilization.

A company  that  develops  technology  for  recycling  waste  gas  treating  chemicals  was 
able  to  develop  a new  mobile  vacuum  distillation  unit  mounted  on  a tractor  trailer  with 
IRAP  assistance  from  National  Research  Council  and  Alberta  Research  Council 
technology  advisor  assistance.  They  reprocess  solvents  onsite  that  would  otherwise 
require  incineration  disposal.  They  realized  energy  savings  and  often  eliminated 
transportation  of  dangerous  chemicals. 

The  mission  of  the  Manufacturing  Technologies  Department  of  the  Alberta  Research 
Council  is  to  advance  the  economy  of  the  province  by  providing  services  and  expertise  to 
assist  small-  to  medium-sized  Alberta  manufacturing  companies  to  develop  new  or  to 
improve  on  existing  technologies  and  products.
